It gives 
a special help for bilingual and 
non-English speaking pupils, 

For the Spanish speaking 
Pupils, we use simple phrases 
and nouns filling a vocabulary 
of the basic words they need to 
communicate with the other stu- 
dents. It is up to the teacher to 
provide enough material be- 
cause they absorb it so fast, and 
they are certainly quick to learn 
We use vocabulary cards, with 
pictures on the other side of the 
card: I tell them ‘to teach me 
Spanish. It is amazing when a 
Spanish student sees a book in 
his own language, how he gains 
confidence, and how quickly 
they catch the English vocabu- 
lary. 


Mr. Jon Mann, Sth Grade 
Teacher, Osceola School, in Pa- 
hokee Center, Teacher of Con- 
versational English in Enrich- 
ment Project, spoke about the 
difficulties when a language 
spoken at home, is not the lan- 
guage used in the area. He said 
that here in American, we feel 
that very child should be given 
qual opportunity and recogni. 
tion. The school system has no 
hesitation in meeting this need. 
He talked about the sense, the 
sound and the yocabulary. The 
children.are eager to learn and 
this makes the “task infinitely 
easier.

Spanish while teaching English 
to adults.

How To Be A Failure 


Economic affairs are so arranged today that it is almost 
impossible to avoid success. I have often seen it myself — a man 
wilh all the makings of a perfect failure suddenly swept to suc- 
cess just because he got overconfident. He thought failure was 
easy. Foolish man. It requires as much skill to become a truly 
outstanding failure as it does to become truly great in any field. 

First, you must get rid of the almost universal belief that 
success is desirable. Successful people work like dogs, and often 
for others. Failures do not have to work at all Successes get 
pushed around by bosses and competitors. Successes often get 
so wound up in their jobs that they cannot even sleep well. 
Failures can usually sleep, even in the daytime. 

And consider this, If you are a success, your problems will 
get bigger and bigger. You may have to cope with the whole 
national budget ‘or head a company that has problems in 20 
different nations. And nobody cares. There is no government 
bureau devoted to he problems of successes. 

Whereas, if you are a failure, everybody worries about you. 
The whole government studies your case, Everybody loves me 
underdog — and it doesn't matter how far under the dog is! 

How. then, can a smart man achieve failure? You have to 
get something to fail st. You have to have a job or preferably a 
series of them. One of ithe signs of a real failure is the sympathetic 
statement: "Poor Uncle Bill, he's tried everything, and nothing 
ever seems to work out.” 

Then you should learn to avoid doing a real day's work for 
a day's pay. Learn to goof off. A half-done job is plenty good 
enough. Flee from responsibility. Talk a good game, but don't 
take a chance on playing one. 

Don't be a “yes man," either, It is so refreshing to have a 
man say, "Yes, sir," and go get the job done these days that you 
might get promoted and fail in your attempt to fail. The safest 
thing is to be a “yah, but ifs’ only five minutes until my lunch 
hour.” If you are an executive, you can paralyze progress and 
avoid decisions by saying, “Yah, but I don't think we should 
rush into this.” 

Above all, make sure that you do not fall in love with your 
work, for the real enemy of failure is the thrill of achievement. 
More promising failures have gone wrong because they 
discovered that achievement is fun than for any other single 
reason, So watch out for the moment when pride begins to creep 
into your work. Avoid the feeling of wanting io tell someone that 
you have had a really good day. 

Finally, there are a few things that you ought 10 forget right 
at the start. 

Don't listen to your parents, never volunteer your labors, 
and above all don't get ambitious, 

So if you follow these rules you will be helping 15 turn the 
Groat American Dream into the Great American Snooze.

Sales and Use Tax Collec- 
tions for December, based on 
business reported during No- 
vember, totaled $20,298,075, J. 
Ed Straughn, Director of the 
Florida Revenue Commission, 
reported today.

Florida's Debt 
Below National 
Average For ‘64 


Тһе public debt of the state 
of Florida together with that 
of all local governments within 
the state stood at $2,364,200,000 
at the end of the 1963 fiscal 
year, the Florida State Cham- 
ber of Commerce reported in its 
Weekly Business Review. 


“This state-loca] debt includ- 
ed all monies owed by any part 
of the Florida state govem- 
ment, plus what was owed by 
counties, districts and cities in 
the state. Last year's total was 
15 per cent over 1962 compared 
with a national gain in state 
and local debt of 8 per cent. 


“For every Floridian — man, 
woman and child — the total 
means an indebtedness of $427 
each. Eighteén other states 
had higher per capita figures 
and the 50-state average was 
$464, federa] debt not included. 


"The Florida total included 
$34,100,000 local government 
short-term debt; $1,845,900,000 
local long-term debt and $484,- 
200,000 state long-term debt. 
Long-term obligations are non- 
guaranteed and аге payable 
solely from pl^dged earnings of 
specific projects or from spe- 
cial assessments.

To Permit More Income 
For SS Oldsters 


Congressman Paul Rogers ot 
Florida's 6th District today in- 
troduced legislation in the House 
of Representatives to allow S 
ior Citizens drawing Social Se- 
curity to increase their outside 
earnings without losing Social 
Security benefits,

Rogers told the House, "This 
year some half million senior 
citizens in America will lose all 
or part of their Social Secur- 
ity benefits because they earn- 
ed over $1200. This. hardship 
seems unjust to me. At a time 
in life when a person. needs 
some outside income to supple- 
ment his Social Security bene- 
fits, or may be physically able 
to work and enjoy working, the 
present Social Security system 
imposes financial difficulty on 
him by cutting his benefits be- 
cause he earns more than $1200 
on his own.” 


Congressman Rogers’ bill 
would raise the present income 
limitation of $1200 for those eli- 
gible to draw Social Security to 
а maximum limit of $2400 а 
the ceiling for drawing full 
benefits. 


The Florida Congressman 
emphasized that the existing 
program is contrary to the 
American system of encourag- 
ing people to support *themsel- 
ves. 


The Farm Front

The people who report agri- 
cultural developments on the 
Washington scene have been 
having a tough-time trying to 
figure out just what™kind of a 
farm program the President will 
be proposing to Congress ir\his 
special message on the subjé 

There seems to be a pretty 
general opinion in the Captial 
that this is the year when a 
“new look" will be revealed 
concerning how the "farm pro- 
blem” is to be handled fro 
here on out, It is being sugge: 
ed that not only the problems 
cf the farmer will be consider- 
ед, but also those of the entire 
agribusiness complex — proces- 
sors, handlers, brokers, whole- 
salers, retailers, etc — when 
Congress goes to work on de- 
tails for implementing the new 
look. 


It looks to me like Congress 
will find it no easier to pass 
new farm legislation this year 
than it has since the di 
the Thirties. I noted one report 
that pointed out our le 
have operated under two handi 
caps when dealing with things 
agricultural: 

(1) Since homesteading days, 
agriculture has been pretty 
much isolated from the rest of 
our economy and from the 
American society. Only in re 
cent years have — non-rural 
people begun to realize some- 
thing of the interdependence 
that exists today between rural 
and urban residents. But until 
agriculture took the initiative 
toward accomplishing broader 
mutual understanding, non-rur- 
al people have felt they have 
little business being concerned 
about agriculture's technical 
and economic problems. 

(2) Farmers themselv 
could be of inestimable v 


s of 


who 


in helping to shape constructive 
farm policy, have been of little 
help to Congress because of the 
diversity of opinions voiced by 
their spokesmen in the leading 
fazm organizations. 

This lack of unity on basic 
farm policies has left Congress- 
men confused. And now that thc 

I of representa- 
tion in Congress has shifted 
definitely from the rural to the 
urban areas of the nation, 1 am 
inclined to the belief that a 
much broader view of what 
agriculture is will be embraced 
in the new concept of legisla- 
tiv solutions to present farm 
problems which Congress will 
be asked to tackle.
